The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 10, at line 5, insert —each of- before "said cylindrical rotary brushers". 
In claim 1 1, at line 12, replace "the brushes" with —said brushes--. 

ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 2-4 and 7-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 2-4 and 7-11 is indicated because none of the prior art of record shows or suggests 
the claimed method or apparatus for producing wash-free rice which utilizes a waterless 
environment for the benefit of preventing molds and germs from forming on the rice 
grains and the deterioration of the rice grains which includes a water-free separating 
device having rotary brushers for stripping residual foreign debris and an ionized air 
generator where the ionized air flows upward while the rice grains flow downward for 
eliminating static electricity in the manner recited in claims 2 and 7. The closest prior art 
of record to Kondo (JP 10 080641 A) teaches an assembly for producing no-rinse 
polished rice, the bran of which is separated form the rice grains by the use of wet air. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
